Report  of  The  President 

To  the  Members  of  the  Salmagundi  Club: 

In  making  the  President’s  report  called  for  by  our  constitution, 
I  will  briefly  review  topics  of  special  interest.  The  chairmen  of 
the  various  committees  will  give  reports  in  detail  of  the  Club’s 
activities  during  the  past  year. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  state  that  our 
season  just  closing  has  been  one  of  continued  splendid  success  in 
every  way.  Our  exhibitions,  as  usual,  have  been  of  a  high  standard, 
and  we  feel  that  each  exhibitor  has  given  his  best  effort  to  be  well 
represented.  We  are  glad  to  record  continued  interest  in  the  Mem¬ 
bers’  Purchase  Prize,  although  this  year  there  was  no  request  for 
subscriptions  to  the  fund,  there  being  a  sufficient  surplus  from  last 
year.  The  Purchase  Prize  picture  this  year  was  “Ellen — Sewing,” 
by  Richard  Miller;  it  now  hangs  in  its  place  of  honor. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  regarding  our  Auction  Sale. 
This  year  the  proceeds  did  not  reach  the  high  water  mark  of 
several  seasons  ago ;  but  this  should  not  discourage  us,  although  we 
must  find  some  way  to  continue  the  necessary  revenue  derived 
from  the  Auction. 

We  have  several  fine  gifts.  The  Vezin  Prize  thumbbox  pic¬ 
tures,  fifteen  in  number,  were  presented  by  Mr.  Vezin,  handsomely 
framed  and  placed,  making  a  splendid  addition  to  our  permanent 
collection.  A  portrait  of  Samuel  T.  Shaw  by  Wayman  Adams  was 
presented  by  the  winners  of  the  Shaw  Purchase  Prize.  It  is  fine 
to  have  this  portrait  of  the  man  who  has  done  so  much  to  stimulate 
the  work  of  our  artist  members.  We  also  have  had  a  gift  of  the 
palette  of  our  former  President,  Robert  C.  Minor,  from  his  family, 
which  will  he  placed  with  the  palettes  of  Inness  and  Murphy. 
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The  Entertainment  Committee,  with  its  enthusiastic  and  ener¬ 
getic  Chairman,  have  really  outdone  themselves.  With  the  aid  of  a 
number  of  willing  helpers  among  the  artist  members,  the  gallery 
was  made  especially  attractive  on  the  occasions  of  the  Get-together 
dinner,  the  Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Eve  festivities,  and  the 
Donnybr#ok  Fair. 

An  appraisal  of  all  Club  properties  has  been  made — our  library, 
unequalled  of  its  kind,  by  the  Library  Committee  and  a  professional 
appraiser,  the  house  furnishings  and  equipment  by  the  Curators 
Committee,  and  all  art  property  by  three  artist  members.  The  total 
amount  of  insurance  we  now  carry  is  $150,000. 

The  outstanding  event  of-  the  year  was  the  burning  of  our 
mortgage.  This  took  place  fittingly  on  March  28,  on  the  occasion 
of  a  dinner  given  in  honor  of  R.  F.  Kilpatrick,  our  Treasurer,  who 
by  his  untiring  effort  and  counsel  did  so  much  to  secure  and  put 
on  a  solid  foundation  this  new  home  for  Salmagundi.

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It  is  fitting-  to  repeat  here  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Club 
on  the  deaths  of  Charles  Mason  Fairbanks  and  William  G.  Watt: 

Charles  Mason  Fairbanks 

The  Salmagundi  Club  records  with  deep  sorrow  the  death  of  Charles 
Mason  Fairbanks  on  May  27,  1924.  A  member  for  more  than  thirty  years, 
he  loved  and  upheld  the  traditions  of  the  Club’s  earlier  ways,  while  loyally 
supporting  all  movements  for  its  healthy  development.  For  two  terms  he 
tilled  the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary  with  gracious  tact.  His  ready 
wit  and  conversational  brilliance  were  the  delight  of  the  Club’s  social  life, 
and  made  him  a  source  of  unfailing  joy  to  all  who  had  the  good  fortune 
to  know  him. 

He  will  remain  in  the  Club's  memory  as  a  man  without  pretense,  of 
ready  sympathy,  and  of  immense  capacity  for  firm  and  unselfish  friendship. 

William  G.  Watt 

The  Salmagundi  Club  records  with  profound  sorrow  the  sudden  death 
of  William  G.  Watt  on  September  16,  1924.  It  can  almost  be  said  that  with 
his  passing  the  art  of  wood  engraving  in  this  country  died.  He  was  about 
the  last  of  a  famous  group  of  wood  engravers  whose  sincerity  and  high 
ideals  placed  engraving  near  the  top  of  all  artistic  endeavor. 

In  preserving  his  memory  the  Club  does  honor  to  a  master  craftsman, 
a  creative  artist  of  great  merit,  and  a  modest  and  lovable  personality. 

In  closing  1  wish  to  make  special  grateful  mention  of  the  men 
who  retire  from  active  service:  John  Ward  Dunsmore,  the  retiring 
First  Vice-President,  who  has  been  most  faithful  in  his  untiring- 
devotion  to  the  many  duties  of  the  long  terms  of  office  he  had  held 
on  our  Executive:  Alfred  Lockwood  Brown,  our  genial  retiring 
Corresponding  Secretary;  John  FI.  Phillips,  Chairman  of  the  Cura¬ 
tors  Committee,  who  has  done  so  much  to  help  make  our  home 
attractive  and  livable  ;  Gustave  Cimiotti,  Chairman  of  the  Admissions 
Committee.  To  all  of  these  we  tender  our  hearty  appreciation  of 
all  they  have  accomplished.  We  offer  sincere  gratitude  also  to 
Franklin  De  Haven  for  his  long  service  as  Chairman  of  the  Art 
Committee,  but  fortunately  his  experience  is  still  to  be  available  in 
the  less  arduous  office  of  First  Vice-President. 

Finally  I  wish  to  thank,  much  more  than  I  can  say,  the  officers, 
committees,  and  all  club  members  for  the  true  Salmagundi  spirit 
in  which  they  have  so  loyally  supported  our  undertakings.

( Abstract ) 

During  the  past  year  60  candidates  have  applied  for  member¬ 
ship.  Since  the  last  annual  meeting  29  candidates  have  been 
admitted  as  members,  consisting  of  9  resident  artists,  13  non¬ 
resident  artists,  3  resident  lay,  2  non-resident  lay,  and  2  reinstate¬ 
ments. 

Nine  candidates  for  Artist  Membership  failed  to  pass  the 
committees.  Thirty-three  candidates  posted  are  still  awaiting  the 
action  of  the  Admissions  Committee.

Report  of  The  Treasurer 

To  the  Members  of  the  Salmagundi  Club: 

The  outstanding  event  your  Treasurer  has  to  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1925,  is  the  payment  in  full  of  the 
Building  Mortgage ;  as  this  constituted  our  only  indebtedness,  he 
is  now  pleased  to  state  that  the  Club  is  entirely  free  of  debt. 

The  operating  statement  for  the  year  shows  a  profit  of  $9.24, 
which  is  most  unsatisfactory  compared  with  the  earnings  of  previous 
years.  The  reduced  net  revenue  received  from  room  rentals,  the 
lower  profit  realized  from  the  annual  Auction  Sale,  combined  with 
the  mounting  cost  of  the  social  and  artistic  activities  of  the  Club, 
are  accountable  for  this  condition. 

The  statement  shows  a  gain  of  $2,821.74  in  the  Surplus  Ac¬ 
count,  which  now  stands  at  $175,254.09. 

The  Trust  Funds,  of  a  par  value  of  $16,300,  remain  unchanged. 

A  detailed  statement,  certified  to  by  the  auditors,  is  hereto 
attached.

Report  of  The  House  Committee 

( Abstract ) 

Several  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Clubhouse 
during  the  year,  notably  the  redecorating  and  refurnishing  of  the 
entire  top  floor.  The  eight  rooms  have  been  much  more  comfortable 
and  attractive,  and  members  from  out  of  town  desiring  to  spend 
a  night  or  two  in  the  city  can  be  well  cared  for  at  the  Club. 
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The  ventilation  of  the  billiard  room  has  been  so  materially  im¬ 
proved  by  the  installation  of  the  electric  fan  in  the  southeast  corner 
that  orders  have  been  given  for  the  placing  of  a  second  fan  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  room.  The  billiard  and  pool  tables  have 
been  recovered  and  in  some  instances  new  cushions  installed.  Many 
0f  the  balls  have  been  turned,  and  plans  are  being  made  to  protect 
our  fine  sets  against  variations  of  temperature. 

The  House  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  for  the 
willing  cooperation  of  the  steward,  Mr.  Morrissey,  whose  able  man¬ 
agement  is  apparent  in  every  department  under  his  control.  The 
high  standard  of  cuisine  has  been  constantly  maintained,  if  not 
raised,  notwithstanding  a  slight  decrease  in  food  bills.  During  the 
twelve  months,  however,  the  grill  operated  at  a  loss  of  over  $7,000. 
A  loss  of  such  magnitude  must  undergo  a  constant  reduction  each 
year.  Each  member  must  bear  this  in  mind  during  the  coming 
season.

Report  of  The  Committee  of  Curators 

( Abstract ) 

During  the  past  year  reappraisal  of  the  works  of  art  belonging 
to  the  Club  has  been  made  by  the  committee  of  three  artists  who 
made  the  appraisal  of  1918,  namely,  Frederick  Ballard  W  illiams, 
John  Ward  Dunsmore,  and  Bruce  Crane.  The  acquisitions  since 
1918,  including  the  acquisitions  of  the  past  year,  are  valued  at 
$10,450,  which  increases  the  appraised  value  of  the  Club's  art  prop¬ 
erty  to  $51,200. 

The  works  of  art  added  during  the  year  have  been  a  portrait 
of  Samuel  T.  Shaw  by  Way  man  Adams,  presented  by  the  winners 
of  the  Shaw  Purchase  Prize;  the  Members’  Purchase  Prize  picture 
by  Richard  E.  Miller;  the  palette  and  brushes  of  Robert  C.  Minor, 
a  former  president,  presented  by  his  daughter  ;  and,  most  important 
of  all,  a  collection  of  15  prize  Thumbbox  Sketches  presented  by 
Charles  Vezin.  This  collection,  as  framed  by  Mr.  Yezin  and  hung 
in  the  main  hall  of  the  Clubhouse,  is  a  very  interesting  addition 
to  our  permanent  art  possessions. 
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Several  important  pictures  were  reframed  during  the  year. 
The  importance  of  the  Club’s  collections  is  evidenced  by  the 
number  of  requests  received  for  loans  for  exhibition  purposes.  A 
number  of  such  loans  have  been  made  during  the  year.

The  year  1924-1925  saw  the  last  of  the  mug  sales  which  for 
the  past  25  years  have  supported  the  library.  For  the  following 
year  the  Committee  decided  to  substitute  an  appeal  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  for  subscriptions,  which  met  with  a  very  generous  response.
